To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berv.dck-upor.-Iv/eed 

Mr..  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

As  this  will  be  the  last  of  twenty-seven  Annual  Reports  I have 
made  to  the  Council,  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  past  and  present  members  and  colleagues  for  the  help  and 
courtesy  shown  to  me  during  the  period  I have  held  my  appointment. 

Changes  which  have  occurred  in  public  health  work  over  this  period 
are  too  numerous  to  detail,  but  perhaps  mention  of  one  or  two  aspects 
will  indicate  how,  over  this  span  of  years,  small  annual  changes  can 
amount  to  quite  substantial  improvements  affecting  our  environment 
and  health.  For  example,  a survey  of  the  total  3>833  houses  in  the 
Borough  in  19^8  revealed  835  had  not  an  indoor  supply  of  water,  to-day 
there  are  *4*  such  houses.  There  were  1,087  houses  at  that  time  where 
shared  sanitary  accommodation  was  in  use  or  where  pail  or  chemical 
closets  existed.  To-day  there  are  only  29  dwellings  in  this  category. 
Then,  1,632  houses  had  no  baths;  the  number  to  date  is  168.  In.  19^8 
no  fewer  than  30  whole  carcases  and  58  part  carcases  or  organs  were 
condemned  for  bovine  tuberculosis.  For  several  years  now  no  such 
bovine  tuberculosis  has  been  seen  in  the'  abattoir.  An«i  so'  comparisons 

could  be  given  for  milk  production,  food  premises,  working  conditions, 
atmospheric  pollution  etc . 

In  the  year  1973?  continued  interest  was  shown  in  house  improvement 
with  grant  aid  and  this,  together  with  new  Council  house  building,  points 
to  an  ever  rising  standard  of  housing  in  the  Borough.  It  was  also 
satisfying  to  note  extensive  progress  in  the  new  sewerage  scheme  throughout 
the  Borough  and  the  extension  of  water  mains  in  the  rural  part  of  the 
town  north  of  the  River  Tweed. 

Notwithstanding  progress  achieved  problems  still  remain  to  be 
solved.  West  Street,  Berwick  redevelopment  it  is  hoped  will  make  progress 
when  the  findings  of  the  Public  Inquiry  are  known;  the  provision  of  a 
gipsy  caravan  site  in  the  new  District  would  seem  necessary;  adequate 
facilities  for  camping  by  those  on  holiday  have  never  really  been 
provided  and  our  feathered  friends,  the  pigeons,  are  still  winning  the 
battle  of  the  roof  tops. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  those .outside  local  government  who 
have  by  their  co-operation  and  help  made  my  work  with  Berwick  Corporation 
so  enjoyable.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

A total  of  fifty  routine  samples  from  the  various  sources  in  the 
Borough  were  taken  by  the  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Company  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  but  three  were  found  to  be  of  "excellent" 
quality.  Subsequent  check  samples  of  these  three  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Chlorine  is  added  to  all  water  prior  to  distribution  and  the  water  from  the 
Murton  and  Thornton  Boreholes  is  treated  with  alkali  to  neutralise  their 
potentially  corrosive  properties. 

The  supplies  are  known  not  to  be  plumbo-solvent  and  are  well  protected 
against  contamination. 

Water  mains  were  extended  in  the  Borough  by  360  feet  of  3"  main,  5»870  feet 
of  4"  main  and  5 >458  feet  of  6"  main.

CWERAGE 

During  the  past  two  years  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  major  scheme 
* updating  the  town's  drainage  system  to  modern  day  standards.  The  various 
>rks  carried  out  are  as  follows :- 

1)  Renewing  the  town's  oldest  sewers. 

2)  Construction  of  pumping  stations  at  various  locations  throughout 
the  town. 

3)  Construction  of  a new  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Yarrow  Haugh. 

4)  The  'picking  up'  of  a number  of  sewer  outfalls  and  connecting 
them  into  the  new  system. 

This  major  scheme  is  now  nearing  completion  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it 
lly  functional  by  the  Spring  or  early  Summer  of  ■.  1^74.

HOUSING 

Improvement  Grants 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  continued  at  the  high  level  of  the 
previous  year  and  the  average  grant  per  house  increased  yet  again. 

It  i-s  satisfying  to  see  so  many  houses  being  improved  with  the  aid  of 
grants  although  it  may  be  that  there  will  be  a considerable  drop  in  this  type 
of  work  after  June,  197^+  when  the  temporary  75%  grants  return  to  50%.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  level  of  grant  take-up  will  increase  again  after  a time.

Otherwise  action  was  taken  in 
only  five  cases  where  undertakings  were  accepted.

QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 

Eleven  applications  were  received  for  qualification  certificates 
and  thirteen  were  granted.  Eight  applications  were  received  for  : 
provisional  certificates  and  eight  were  granted. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

Despite  the  findings  of  the  Minister  against  the  appeal  relating  to 
the  refusal  of  permission  to  use  a site  for  caravans,  the  site  was  still 
in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Efforts  continue  by  the  Council  and  the 
Planning  Authority  to  find  an  alternative  site  for  the  gypsies  concerned 
and  bring  this  unsatisfactory  state.,  of  affairs  to  an  end. 

Conditions  at  the  five  licensed  sites  remain  satisfactory. 

Ten  inspections  and  eleven  site  observations  were  made  to  sites 
during  the  year . 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1935 

During  the  year  533  visits  were  made  to  inspect  meat  at  the 
slaughterhouses  and  6,891  animals  were  inspected.  One  hundred  per  cent 
meat  inspection  is  carried  out. 

Inspections  of  other  foodstuffs  totalled:-  101 

In  all,  18  tons  14  cwts  11  lbs  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned.  Compared 
with  1972  this  is  an  increase  of  2 tons  11  cwts  3 qtrs  1 lb. 
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Once  again  a quantity  of  frozen  food  was  condemned  during  the 
year.  Overnight  failure  in  deep  freeze  cabinets  caused  the  foods 
to  de-frost  making  them  unsuitable  for  sale. 

Licences  were  issued  to  eight  slaughtermen. 

Nine  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  received,  six  complaints 
were  referred  to  Health  Committee  and  following  consideration,  warning 
letters  were  sent.  One  case  concerned  a loaf  of  bread  which  contained 
a length  of  string  and  the  firm  concerned  was  fined  £15  with  £20  costs 
awarded  to  the  Council.  Two  were  referred  to  other  Local  Authorities 
the  offence  having  occurred  in  their  districts. 

ICE  CREAM 

Thirteen  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination,  the  results  being:-  Grade  1-10,  Grade  II  - 1 , Grade  IV  - 2. 
The  two  Grade  IV  samples  were  caused  by  inadequate  cleansing  of  the  ice 
cream  containers.  Both  the  samples  were  from  the  same  producer.

Visits 
numbered  101  and  32  informal  notices  were  served.  Conditions  generally 
were  found  to  be  very  good.

There  are  213  shop  premises  in  the  Borough.  Statutory  forms  were 
checked  during  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises 
Act  or  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928  & 1936 

Thirty-two  licences  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  nine 
licences  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  mixture  were  issued.

Two  ullage  tests  were  satisfactorily 
carried  out,  fifty-six  visits  were  made  and  one  informal  notice  was  served.
